The election is on Mon¬ 
day, January 23 and up un¬ 
til Sunday, January 22 - if 
you are unable to vote on 
actual Election Day - you 
can drive to the Wild Rose 
constituency’s returning of¬ 
fice and cast your ballot at 
the advance poll. 

“They can come to my of¬ 
fice which is in Airdrie and 
they can vote 9-9 on week¬ 
days, 9-6 on Saturday, and 
noon until 4 pm on Sundays 
if they want to vote early,” 
explained Returning Officer 
for Wild Rose Ed Eggerer. 

The office in Airdrie is lo¬ 
cated at Bay 4, 220 East 
Lake Blvd. To contact them 
by phone you can call 1-866- 
202-6162. 

To ensure you are eligible 
to vote in the upcoming Fed¬ 
eral election you just have 
to be able to answer yes to 
three simple questions. 

“Everybody should be 
registered, but if they are 
not on Election Day they can 
be registered and then go 
and vote.

Alberta’s police services 
operate the CheckStop pro¬ 
gram year-round but they 
have an increased presence 
on streets and highways 
during the holiday season. 
CheckStop locations are 
changed frequently and 
only operate in one area for 
a few hours. Motorists who 
are believed to be impaired 
will be asked to take a 
breath test. Failing the 
breath test will result in an 
immediate licence suspen¬ 
sion. 

During Checkstop opera¬ 
tions police will patrol the 
streets and a person may be 
charged with having care 
and control of a motor ve¬ 
hicle while impaired. This 
means a person has the abil¬ 
ity to set the car in motion, 
whether the person in the 
car is sleeping or outside the 
car unlocking doors. 

In 2004, 106 Albertans 
were killed and another 
1,844 injured in collisions 
involving alcohol offences. 
The more severe the colli¬ 
sion, the more likely alco¬ 


hol was involved. Males 18- 
24 years of age were more 
likely to have consumed al¬ 
cohol prior to a casualty col¬ 
lision than any other age 
group. 

Impaired driving is a se¬ 
rious crime with serious 
consequences. From April 1, 
2004 to March 31, 2005 
there were 6,000 suspen¬ 
sions Under the Alberta Ad¬ 
ministrative Licence Sus¬ 
pension (AALS) program, 
drivers charged with an al¬ 
cohol offence face an auto¬ 
matic suspension of their 
driving privileges. The 
AALS program includes: 

1. Immediate 24-hour li¬ 
cence suspension; 

2. Automatic three- 
month licence suspension or 
disqualification for provid¬ 
ing a breath or blood sam¬ 
ple over .08/80 mg per cent 
or refusing to provide a 
breath or blood sample; 

3. Automatic six month 
licence suspension or dis¬ 
qualification if the offense 
results in bodily harm or 


death; and 

4. A 21-day temporary 
permit to allow the driver to 
put his/her affairs in order. 

Offenders face the humili¬ 
ation of being arrested, pos¬ 
sible legal expenses, alter¬ 
nate transportation costs 
and higher insurance costs. 
First-time offenders receive 
a one-year licence suspen¬ 
sion, second-time offenders 
receive a three-year licence 
suspension and third-time 
offenders receive a five-year 
licence suspension on con¬ 
viction. 

Drivers convicted of im¬ 
paired driving causing in¬ 
jury or death receive a man¬ 
datory five-year licence sus¬ 
pension. 

There are alternatives to 
drinking and driving. Des¬ 
ignate a driver who will not 
drink any alcoholic bever¬ 
ages before or during an 
outing, take a cab, use pub¬ 
lic transit, or call a commu¬ 
nity organization that will 
get you and your vehicle 
home safely.

May your 
fondest hopes for 2006 be 
realized! 

The first three reports 
to the community in this 
monthly series addressed 
all but one of the 
Didsbury Town Council’s 
fiscal viability measures 
to ensure long-term fiscal 
viability. 

The last element that 
Council has targeted is: 

MANAGING FINAN¬ 
CIAL RESOURCES 

This last measure of 
ensuring long term fiscal 
viability is a recent pro¬ 
vincial comparison of 
Didsbury’s performance 
against eighteen compa¬ 
rable Alberta municipali¬ 
ties with populations be¬ 
tween 2,990 and 5,226. 
Three pictures are worth 
3,000 words! 

This financial indica¬ 
tor shows that Didsbury 
has lagged behind compa¬ 
rable municipalities in the 
tax rate that it collects- 
meaning that it has less 
municipal tax revenue 
compared to similar Al¬ 
berta towns. As provin¬ 
cial and federal grants 
decreased since 1990, 
Didsbury’s (and other 
municipalities) depend¬ 
ence on municipal prop¬ 
erty taxes increased as 
shown. 

Despite having a lower 
equalized tax rate than 
most comparable munici¬ 
palities, Didsbury has 
sought to control operat¬ 
ing expenditures, control¬ 
ling spending within one 
dollar per capita of the

started in Leduc, and later 
serving five years in Devon, 
both places in the Edmonton 
area. 

“People know me here, I 
will miss that,” said Cst.

Woolnough 
won’t miss when he leaves 
is the fatal car accidents 
and domestic and sexual as¬ 
saults. 

“I may get a bit of that in 
Edmonton, but they will be 
far and in between,” said 
Cst. Woolnough. “It was 
also difficult working in a 
small community when 
someone is deceased, be¬ 
cause chances are you know 
that person and their fam¬ 
ily. It becomes quite per¬ 
sonal.” 

Cst. Woolnough could re¬ 
tire now, since he has put in 
25 years, but he thinks this 
is a good chance to prolong 
his career.

QUESTION: We re all aware of the AIDS epidemic, 
but I recently heard that a college friend of mine who 
used to sleep around has been diagnosed with something 
called HPV. I'm not exactly sure what it is, but it sounded 
serious. Are you familiar with this disease? 

DR. DOBSON: Yes, I am — and I'm afraid it's very 
serious. You've heard that HIV is deadly because it leads 
to AIDS, but the human papilloma virus (HPV) causes 
far more deaths among women in the United States each 
year. Thousands of American women die from it. It 
causes genital warts, and in some patients, leads to can¬ 
cer of the cervix. In fact, it is estimated that 90 percent 
of cervical cancer cases are caused by HPV, and the vi¬ 
rus itself cannot be eradicated once it is in the system. 

A medical investigation of this virus was conducted 
at the University of California at Berkeley in 1992. Av¬ 
eraging 21 years of age, all the young women coming to 
the campus health center for routine gynecological ex¬ 
aminations for one year were tested for HPV. Would you 
believe that 47 percent of these female students were 
found to carry this virus? 

Every one of them will suffer painful symptoms for 
the rest of their lives, and some will die of cervical and 
uterine cancer. The most disturbing news is that HPV 
can be transmitted while the male is wearing a condom. 
The virus lurks around the portion of the genitalia that 
is not covered by the condom. 

This is one of the reasons some of us object strenu¬ 
ously to the campaign to get young people to have "pro¬ 
tected sex.” It gives them a false sense of security. There 
is no such thing as safe sex when it occurs promiscu¬ 
ously and outside the marital relationship. Abstinence 
before marriage is the only safe way to go.

QUESTION: You obviously have a great empathy for 
kids who are in the junior-high years — especially those 
who are rejected and ridiculed by their peers. Have you 
always felt that way about that age group, which many 
adults don't like to be around? 

DR. DOBSON: My concern for early adolescents 
dates back to the years I spent teaching in junior high 
school. I was only 25 years old at the time and I fell in 
love with 250 science and math students. The day I left 
to accept other responsibilities, I fought back the tears. 
Some of the kids were hurting badly, and I developed a 
keen sensitivity to their plight. Let me illustrate how I 
saw them. 

Years later, I was sitting in my car at a fast-food res¬ 
taurant, eating a hamburger and french fries. I hap¬ 
pened to look in the rearview mirror. There, I saw the 
most pitiful, scrawny, dirty little kitten on a ledge be¬ 
hind my car. I was so touched by how hungry she looked 
that I got out, tore off a piece of my hamburger and 
tossed it to her. But before this kitten could reach it, a 
huge gray tomcat sprang out of the bushes, grabbed the 
morsel and gobbled it down. I felt sorry for the kitten, 
who turned and ran back into the shadows, still hun¬ 
gry and frightened. 

I was immediately reminded of those kids I used to 
teach. They were just as needy, just as deprived, just as 
lost as that little kitten. It wasn't food that they re¬ 
quired; it was love and attention and respect that they 
needed, and they were desperate for it. And just when 
they opened up and revealed the pain inside, one of the 
more popular kids would abuse and ridicule them, send¬ 
ing them scurrying back into the shadows, frightened 
and alone. 

We, as adults, must never forget the pain of trying to 
grow up and of the competitive world in which many 
adolescents live today. Taking a moment to listen, to 
care, and to direct such a youngster may be the best 
investment of a lifetim s.

Natural Bacteria Means Further Reductions in Flaring

Chad Sewall runs a purebred Angus cattle operation about one and a halt kilometres from EnCana Corporation's Bantry sour gas plant near Brooks. 
Sour gas is natural gas that contains hydrogen sulphide (H2S) which can be dangerous if not handled properly Traditionally, converting hydrogen 
sulphide to safer elemental sulphur requires an industrial process that can include flaring 



When the Encana plant was announced. Sewall and his neighbors weren't comfortable having it so close. "We didn't want a continuous flare," 
he says. “The area is densely populated with people and livestock, we were concerned." 

So EnCana, in partnership with New Paradigm Gas Processing Ltd, introduced a breakthrough technology. It is called Shell-Paques and can 
eliminate the need for flaring in some circumstances. The process uses a naturally occurring bacteria to separate the hydrogen from the sulphide 
in H2S. It's the world's first commercially operated biological process to purify natural gas by converting nearly all the H2S into sulphur. 


“It was obvious from initial discussions with the area landowners and residents that they were not necessarily opposed to oil and gas 
development," says Todd Beasley, president of New Paradigm.

“Rather, they were vehemently opposed to continuous sources of pollution, particularly hydrogen sulphide and its combustion by-products When we were given an 
opportunity to explain the intrinsic safety features of the technology and explained that the technology's sulphur recovery efficiency would eliminate the need for 
continuous hydrogen sulphide flaring we were able to satisfy their primary concerns." 


After EnCana and New Paradigm explained the process, all local landowners and residents approved the development EnCana's success has prompted other 
companies to use the same technology where it can be used 


“I'm OK with the decision," says Chad Sewall “It shows that oil companies and landowners can get along.”

The price of natural gas is on the minds of many Canadians this winter It costs more to heat homes and run businesses. Higher gas costs are due 
largely to the rapid growth in North American consumption over the last decade In 1990. demand for natural gas in North America was 21 trillion 
cubic feet a year Today, annual demand is 25 trillion cubic feet. 

Last year in Alberta, the price of natural gas was 14 per cent below the rest of Canada Why? Because Alberta produces natural gas, we are the 
closest consumers to the source, which lowers transportation costs. In addition, the provincial government has a program that shields consumers 
from higher prices Yet for some, prices are still too high. 

The price for natural gas is not the only cost to customers on monthly gas bills. Bills include transportation costs, local distribution charges, 
municipal service fees and taxes. Charges vary by province, depending on how far the gas must travel from production to burner tip Albertans 
save on transportation because we are closer to the source. Natural gas prices are set in an open market like other commodities such as coffee,
